American Rockies, and there are a number 
of passes through them. The warm chi- 
pook winds from the Pacific coast come 
over the mountains, and this greatly ef- 
fests the climate of the far western Canad- 
jan territories Alberta and Athabasca, 
The part of Canada most resembling Eng- 
in climate is that section of British Colum- 
bia lying near the Pacifie cevan, The 
climate of Vancouver Isiand is probably 
more like that of Southern England than 
any other part of America, In this sect- 
ion of Cunada the winters are very short 
and there is scarcely ever any snow, while 
thetummers are never oppressively hot. 
The mainiard coast of, British Columbia 
bas wuch th: sume climats as Vancouver 
Jeland. This Vancouver city, the Pacific 
terminus of ‘be Canadian Paciitc ruiiway, 
has much the same climate as Victoria on 
Vancouver Island. However, there is a 
good deal o! rain in the winter in British 
Columbia just as there is in Enland, and 
people prefer the cold dry winters of the 
Canadian Northwest to the mild moist 
winters of England and Britisb Columbia.
